IN addition, it gave currency to 
the story that Germany and the 
United States would again resume 
full diplomatic relations through 
an exchange of Ambassadors.

clear* Naturally, the thought was 
unwelcom e to the Allies.

Mr. W elles’ return, it is said by 
those who ought to know that that 
idea is “o u t;” that it came ex-

; id never had any real foundation. 
Granted that it was a mistake to 
withdraw our Ambassador before 
the war began, it would seem a 
greater mistake to send another 
under existing circum stances.

OF” course, it is not contended that

AMONG these there is relief that 
Mr. W elles has returned without 
more disturbing results, and gen­ 
eral agreement that his mission 
has been slightly worse than fu­ 
tile.
